Outside, | 
the cylinder is packed round with frag- 
ments of wood, leather and resins, and 
covered with hard rubber at the level 
of thosoil.

DRiP. J.KLINE'S LECTURE 


Medi- 
On "Heroes and Heroines in 


cine" in Reading Room Course 


Delivered Monday Afternoon to a 


Fair Sized'Audience at the First 


Presbyterian Church. 


The third of the series of lectures 


for the benefit of the'Hamilton- 
Peebles free reading room took place 
at the First Presbyterian church 
Monday afternoon. The speaker was 
Dr. P. J- Kline, who spoke on the 
subject of "Heroes and Heroines in 
Medicine." 


Dr. Kline said, among other things, 


tbat in all countries-and ia all ages 
medicine has had its bright and 
shining stars. It has kept step with 
the progress of the world. 


When we 
speak of vaccination, 


everyone at once associates with this 
wonderful discovery the name of Ed- 


warfl Jenner. One writer says the 
wbole human race was divided into 
two great classes. One class waa dead 
of small-pox, the remaining class was 
fearfully and horribly marked by this 
plague. Jenner's discovery robbed 
this fell destroyer of much of its 
power for evil and placed within the 
reach of all people the means of 
stamping out this fatal and loathsome 
disease. 


It remained for one of our country 


mento confer the invaluable gift of 
unccnsciousness -upon the 
snfleror 


while the keen-edged knife or the 
surgeon divided the quivering tissues. 
Ibis to Dr. Wm. T. G. Morton, of 
Massacbsetts, that the world owes 
the debt for discovering sulphuric 
ether. When on that September day 
1846, Dr. Morton shut himself up to 
try tlie effects of ao agent never be 
fore used upon the human body, his 
was an act of heroism never excelled 
in bravery. 


On the 16th of October, 1846, in 


tlie aropitheater of the Massachu- 
setts general hospital, Dr.'Morton'ad- 
mioistered tihs anaesthetic (ether) 
for tlie first time in public, and on 
Unit day this priceless gift to hu- 
manity went forth from the operat- 
ing table of this hospital. 


Speaking on the subject of charity, 


the Doctor said: "In the state of 
Ohio there are 5,000 regular prac- 
titioners, doing on an average each 
per annum one 
thousand dollars 


* worth of work, for which they receive 


no pay. In order to make our esti- 
mates safe, we will plan the average 
at 3600 per physician, making a total 
of 83,000,000 in charitable work, con- 
tributed by this class alone. 
The 


majority of these physicians are in 
only moderate circumstances and not 
able to lose this money. 


Some time since one of the great 


allies of Cincinnati published a list of 
the millionaires of this 
country. 


Among those favored names not a 
single one of all the 100,000 regular 
physicians of tbe United tSates ap- 
peared. Too much heroism and char- 
ity to become rich. 


Ohio has 40,000 square miles of 


territory, a population of over 4,000,- 
000 of people and her aggregate 
wealth is estimated at four^billions of 
dollais and she spends a little more 
than $3,000,000 annually on all her 
penal and charitable 
institutions. 


Yet, in this great intelligent and 
wealthy state one-eighth of one per 
cent of its entire population gives in 
love's labor to her people in distress 


that which is equal in money valua- 
tion to all tbe rest combined. 


While the ill-fated steamer John 


A. Porter worked her way from New 
Orleans past Portsomuth to Galli- 
pots in 1878 with dead and dying 
from yellow fever on' hoard she 
! was 


shunned as a thing of death by all 
mankind except the doctors. 
They 


boarded the lever-stricken craft, ad- 
ministering to the wants of her Bick 
and dying. Her voyage resulted in 
sixty-five cases of fever, with forty- 
one deaths. Every week during that 
epidemic the [names of the medical 
men who died while attending the 
sick were published. The report for 
October 6th, 1878, closes with this 
legend: "Total of deaths of doctors 
to date, one hundred." Those were 
lost in a little over two, months 
making a death rate higher than thai 
of the gallant six hundred who rod* 
so fearlessly into the jaws of death a' 
Balaklava.

Washington, Feb. 7.—The receipt of 


the list of casualties from General Otis 
at Manilla show that about 40 Amer- 
icans were killed and 150 wounded in 
the battle with the Filipinos. 


Prompted by General Otis' promise 


of the previous night to send along the 
list of casualties at the earliest possi- 
ble moment, the friends of the soldiers 
at Manilla besieged thewar department 
by telegram and word of moutb for in- 
formation from tlie scene of the battle 
in the Philippines. 


The list was long in coming—a fact 


explained by the cutting of the tele- 
graph wire's along the American front, 
which prevented early reports from 
the division commandors. 


In the meantime came a short cable- 


gram from Admiral Dewey that caused 
some temporary commotion by. creat- 
ing the impression that hostilities had 
been renewed by the insurgents. 
Up 


to the close of office hours, however, 
nothing had come from General Otis to 
confirm this inference, and such cable- 
grams as did come from him touched 
upon other matters entirely, so It was 
assumed that there -was no foundation 
in fact for the apprehension. 


When General Otis' casualty lists be- 


gan to come over the cables they were 
somewhat confusing, probably due to 
the fact that there are 19 different lines 
between Manilla and Washington. The 
immediate effect was to cause some er- 
rors to be made in the reported list ol 
killed. 


As to the change in conditions 


•wrought by the ratification of the trea- 
ty there is a variance of views, and the 
officials were giving the matter atten- 
tion with the idea of being able to send 
full instructionsfor his future guidance 
to General Otis immediately. 


The extreme view on one side is that 


until the Spanish government ratines 
the treaty it is not of legal effect. Ac- 
'cording to that view, therefore, the 
United States government is estopped 
from proceeding beyond their lines at 
Manilla for the time. By the other ex- 
treme view the United States govern- 
ment is free to do just as it pleases in 
the entire group of islands, and will, 
therefore, proceed at once to complete 
the military occupation of the islands. 


Perhaps there is justification for this 


last view in the fact that the Filipinos 
were Spanish subjects' nominally whn 
they broke the terms of the protocol, 
and thereby released the United States 
from its observance.

.hat the culminating event had arrived. 


The call proceeded quietly until the 


name of Senator McLaurin was an- 
nounced. He created the stir ot the 
occasion by a speech in explanation, of 
bis vote for the treaty. This was the 
Initial hreak in the ranks of the oppo- 
sition. Mr. McLaurin made a brief 
statement in explanation of his change 
of policy, giving the hostilities in Man- 
illa as the reason for It. ' 


I am as I have been from the flrsj;," 


he said, "irrevocably opposed to the^ex- 
pansion of our territory, and should 
have voted against ratification but for 
the news that has come to us over tha 
cable in the past two days." 


The Mct.t»urin Hubbub. 


This announcement created a hubbub 


of excitemeat, for while some senators 
were informed that he had decided 
upon a change, there were many who 
were not in possession of this infor- 
mation. The announcement brought 
some of the opposition senators to his 
side with remoustances, but he replied 
to them that he could not any longer 
see his way clear to cast his vote 
against the treaty. 


Continuing his remarks to the sen- 


ate, he referred to Senator Fairbanks' 
appeal to support the administration 
as an assurance that the critical con- 
dition existing at Manilla could be 
more easily handled 
if 
the 
treaty 


should be ratified. 
He, for one, was 


not willing to embarrass the govern- 
ment at so critical a time. If after 
the ratification the 
administration 


should fail to pursue the proper course 
toward the islands the fault would he 
that of the government and not his, 
and he would not be justified in. com- 
mitting an unwise act by any appre- 
hension that the administration wouid 
not do all that It should do. He also

Very few senators 
left the chamber except those engaged 
in the cloak rooms in trying on the 
one side to gain votes for -the treaty 
and on the other to prevent a break in 
"the 
ranks. 
Senators Aldrich, Lodge 


and- Elkins, who have 
given their 


especial attention to 
securing the 


necessary votes to insure ratification, 
were doubtful of the result when the 
secret session began, while Senators 
Gorman and Jones, the leaders of the 
opposition, considered their forces in- 
tact. 


Half an hour afterwards 
it 
was 


•whispered about that Senator McEnry 
had been won over on condition that 
his declaratory resolution should be 
adopted subsequent to the passage of 
the ratification resolution. When this 
news was confirmed it was known that 
ratification was assured, for Senator 
McLaurin had already announced his 
intention to vote for the treaty in view 
o£ the condition of affairs at Manilla. 
Senator Jones went over at the last 
moment, making the one vote more 
than, was necessary. 


There was no applause when the re- 


mult was announced, but many senators 
heaved a sigh of relief and rushed from 
the chamber to give the news to the 
waiting world. 


In advance of the voting speeches 


were made by Senators Ross, Money 
and Fairbanks. Senator Stewart, who 
had just arrived from his successful 
campaign in Nevada, for re-election, 
announced informally during this per- 
iod of the session that in- his entire 
trip across the continent he had not 
encountered one man who was opposed 
to the ratification of the treaty. 


Senator Ross read a brief written 


speech announcing his intention to 
support the treaty as in the interest of 
peace. He entered somewhat into the 


referred to the agreement to pass the 
McEnry resolution as a pledge against 
expansion. In view of this promise, 
and in the hope that ratification would 
lessen bloodshed in the Philippines, he 
would therefore, he said, cast his vote 
in the affirmative. 


He had hardly concluded when Sen- 


ator McEnry approached him with a 
word of congratulation, saying that he 
had decided upon the same course. 
The Louisiana senator made no speech 
of explanation to the senate, publicly 
announcing himself only by means of 
bis vote. 


A Feeling; Speech. 


Mr. Jones of Nevada did not vote on 


the first rollcall, but came in from the 
cloak room, before the vote was an- 
nounced, and by unanimous consent 
made a brief and feeling speech. He 
said that he was against expansion 
and if he thought the ratification of 
the treaty meant expansion he would 
not vote for It, as he considered a pol- 
icy of expansion would prove the ruin 
of the country. The events In 'Manilla 
during the past two or three days, in 
his judgment, were likely to do more 
to discourage expansion than anything 
that had happened, but had at the 
same time produced a crisis which 
made the ratification of the 
treaty 


necessary. . Hje considered it a patriotic 
duty fo vote for the treaty and conse- 
quently cast his vote in the affirmative.

Senator Teller here, interrupted the 


Mississippi senator and there was a 
quite lively exchange of words. 
Mr. 


Teller announced his belief that the 
opposition to the treaty were responsi- 
ble for the Manilla battle, and Mr. 
Money declared this view to he absurd, 


Mr. Fairbanks spoke at some length, 


his speech being the first he had made 
since the debate began. He made an 
appeal for unanimity. "When Senator 
Fairbanks concluded he was congrat- 
ulated by sotae of the opponents of the 
treaty for the conciliatory character 
of his remarks. 


Promptly at 3 p. m. the vice presi- 


dent interrupted Senator Money, who 
•was then speaking, to announce that 
the hour had arrived for a vote. Bui 
one amendment was offered—that pre- 
pared by Senator Vest, placing the 
Philippines on the same footing as 
Cuba in the treaty. In the temporary 
absence of Mr. Vest it was presented 
by Mr. Gorman. 


The votes of senators were closely 


scanned for pointers on the approach- 
Ing vote on the treaty itself. The only 
vote considered as at all significant of 
a change favorable to the treaty was 
that of Mr. MoEnry, who voted against 
the amendment. 
Senators Jones of 


PrexifJenr. Gratified. 


Washington, Feb. 7.—News of tho 


ratification of the treaty reached the 
White House almost immediately after 
the announcement of the vote. Post- 
master General Emory Smith was with 
the president at the time and was the 
first to congratulate him. Naturally 
the president was gratified at the vote 
and so expressed himself. 
Secretary 


Gage come in soon' afterwards and was 
followed almost immediately by Sec- 
retary Alger and Secretary Hay. With- 
in 40 minu'es after-its ratification Gen- 
eral Cox, the secretary of the senate, 
appeared with the treaty itself, which 
he promptly delivered into the presi- 
dent's hands. 
The cabinet members 


as they left the White House were 
jubilant over, the ratification of tne 
treaty 
and 
spoke of it as a great 


triumph.
